State troopers predict 17 traffic 
fatalities during the holidays 


The Alabama Department of Pub 
lic Safety estimates that 17 will be 
killed in traffic wrecks during the 
Christmas holiday weekend, accord- 
ing to Col, Ned W, McHnery, Public 
Safety director. 

“We hope that no one will suffer 
the loss of a loved one due to a traf 
fic accident during the holiday sea- 
son.” said McHenry, 

The 102-hour period began at 6 
p.m. Wednesday, Dec. 23, and will 
end at midnight Sunday, Dec. 27, In 
1991 seven people were killed in 
traffic accidents during a 54-hour pe- 
riod, five on rural roadways and two 
in urban areas. Alcohol was a factor 
in three of the deaths, and none of 
the wreck victims were using a safe- 
ty belt

transaction or the goodwill of a home 
building business has resulted in a 
judgment or been dismissed.

The 
Home Builders Licensure Board shall be 
an enumerated board pursuant to 
Sections 41-20-1 through 41-20-16, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, and shall 
be reviewed at the same time as the 
State Board of Medical Examiners. 

Section 18. The provisions of this 
act are severable.

The provisions of this 
act shall be advertised in each county in
